AUTO MECHANICS 
AND TEAMSTERS 
STRIKE IN BUTTE 


General Lock-Out of Employees of 
Business Houses Follows Vote of 
Clerks To Walk Out in Sympathy. 
Business at Standstill. 


BUTTE, Mon., July 20.—Business, which 
has beon at a standstill in Butte for a 
week, will be resumed tomorrow as strik- 
ing teamsters, aptomobile machinists and 
lockedout union clerks return to their jobs 
under an agreement reachgd today between 
employers and labor leaders 


of the settlement iwere not dis- 
Both sides were reported satisfied 
with its provisions, which will return 1,500 
men to work 


BUTTE, Mont., July 16—Business in 
Butte has been at a standstill following the 
strike of teamsters and auto mechanics 
which began June 20. The employers re- 
ced the wages of teamsters 25 cents and 
50 cents a day. The auto mechanics were 
reduced from $9 to $8 a day. Mbich dif- 
ficulty was experienced in filling the places 
lof ‘the strikers with scabs and those ob- 
tained proved incompetent. Confusion be- 
came so great that business came to a 
practical standstill, 


On July 6th the.clerks’ union, one of the 
largest in Butte, voted three to one to go 
out in sympathy with the strikers if store 
supplies were delivered by non-union driv- 
ets, There were some clashes between the 
lceabs and the union members in the down- 
town streets. On Saturday following the 
vote of the clerks in favor of a sympathy 
walk-out, the employers declared a lock-out 
nd over 800 clerks, bookkeepers, steno- 
raphers and even sub-managers and others 
not affiliated with the union were laid off.

With the present introduction of modern 
machinery in the hay fields the hay is put 
up in "4 of the time that it used to re 
jquire when the hay was put up with the 
hay-boats and hay-nets, Now the hay is 
put up with stackers called the “Beaver- 
slides”. In the last few years the tra 
tors have been used by some of the big 
outfits. The old method of heying was 
fone on the basis of horse power, When 
haying used to start in, the horse-wrang- 
lers went out on the range and rounded 
up all the work stock and brought them 
down to the ranch. The work stock was 
worked only during the haying season and 
that was only from 30 to 90 days; then they 
were turned out on the range till the next 
ying season. And when the haying 
started in the hay hand had to be not only 
a hay hand but also a broncho-buster. 
During the first week of haying, run-aways 
ond smash-ups were a common occurance. 
Many a hay hand was sent to the hospital 
for repairs due to runaways and smash ups. 
‘Those conditions still prevail in the Big 
Hole to this very day but not on such a 
large scale as. at one time before the in-!

When the hay hands were “* 
organized in the I. W. W. the wages were 
the highest and the conditions were im- 
proved; now since the hay hands’ neglected 
their organization the wages are cut and 
e conditions are getting from bad to 
worse. This goes to prove our contention 
that if you hay-diggers don't organize in 
the I. W. W. your wages will be cut still 
more and your living conditions will be low- 
ered. You either have to organize or take 
the consequences in form of less wages, 
more rpeeding up with a greater output 
and lower living standard, and finally with 
the lengthening of the working day.

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THE INTELLECTUAL SQUID? 


The squid is a queer fish. When attacked or alarmed it gives forth 
an ink-like fluid which murks up the water in its vicinity and makes its 
get-away in the obscuration thus created. It has a counterpart in the 
intellectual squid—the social quack who proposes ‘remedies for patching 
up the capitalist system. His principal function is to give off a muddy 
line of prattle that murks up the waters of enlightenment. 

We yan across this in the American Federationist—it was among 
the Words of Wisdom compiled by “The Observe: 

“Unemployment, if it is preventable, should be prevented. If it is 
not preventable, it must be assumed by industry as one of @he inevitable 
overhead costs of doing business, Industry already sets aside in pros- 
peraus tirhes reserves to be used for paying interest and dividends in dull 
times, i. e., for carrying its capital overhead. The overhead of labor con- 
sists in the fact that wage-earners’ families live by the yearvthough they 
work by the day, and that the labor supply must be nourished in periods 
ekunienet , like the capital supply, so that it may be available when 
n ' 

The error in this ling of reasoning is that the source of capita 
“fit is considered as a paft of the “overhead”. To adequately provi 
labor thru periods of unemployment as a part of the costs of doing business 

to destroy the profits. The profit of capital is the unpaid-for part of 
dabor's product. The fundamental source of profit and dividends lies in the 
power to use labor at the level of subsistence in producing commodities a1 

e surplus produced. When the market is glutted with the surplus 
are laid off and, as the “Observer” observes, “industry sets 
sperous times reserves for paying interest and dividends in 
If capital were to carry labor thru the periods of unemploy- 
ment, the reserves set up for this purpose would largely absorb the un- 
divided profits and reserves set up for payment -of dividends in -slack 
times. 

Running thru all the suggestions for the relief of unemployment is 
this fundamental misconception of capitalism as a system, It is not due 
to ignorance. The amateur economists know better, but, unlike the pirati- 
cal niasters of industry, who are “practical” men, the intellectual squids 
of the liberal cults haven't the guts to say it frankly. They analyze the 
‘oblem quite clearly but when they come to the answer, they shy at the 
radical conclusion indicated. Then comes as a substitute, some impracti- 
cat suggestion that confu: the issue and reminds one of the inky murk 
thrown. off by a squid fish in making his escape from a threatening 
reality.

It has been determined by investigators that $2,300 is necessary 
to “provide the minimum requirements and allow a very narrow margin 
for emergencies, such as illness, unemployment, old age or savin 
same authority shows that 11,000,000 persons are living below the poverty 
I another 62,000,000 ai tween the bare subsistence level and the 
minimum: of comfort in life? 20,000,000 are in comfort; 15,000,000 are 
moderately well-to-do; 10,000,000 are well to do; and some 2,000,000 live 
on a liberal standard with an income above $10,000'a year. 

‘Thé profit system is continually concentrating, merging and mechan- 
izing industry with a view to narrowing the limits of those who live 
above the subsistencé level and increasing the numbérs of those who live 
below it. At the same time, the intellctual squids scatter false reports 
to caver the process. They point out the fact that 410,000 cdrporations 
in the United States are “owned” by 20,000,000 stockholders and ‘that 
the numbers of these stockholders has inc! in recent years. Prof. 
Nystrom demolishes this fiction of the intellectual squids by pointing out 
that most of these stockholder$ are the same persons counted over and 
over as stockholders holding investments .in the different corporations. 
When these are counted down to actual individuals, the number of stock- 
hold indles to 2,358,000 in 1924. Of this number, 1,269,000 did not, 
make Wut afi income tax return; 200,000 received an income of less than 
$2, from all sources. “The remaining 689,000 individuals evidently 
received the remainder of the income from corporate-stocks.” This anal- 
ysis effectually disposes of the myth of employee stockholding, 
redatory system cannot be reformed or “stabilized.” It is not 

i i ivi is a mechanism that 
has grown up out of the chaos of the struggle for existence. It works like 
any other machine. It consumes fuel. “The fuel in this case is the bodi 
of exploited slaves. The purpose of the machine is to grind out profits. 
The only. requirement of the mechanism is that an adequate supply of 
good fuel be available at the cheapest possible ‘price compatible with ef- 
ficiency. It is necessary that this fuel. be consumed in the production of 
commodities sold for profit. To raise the cost of the fuel is to defeat the 
purpose of the machine. To divert the profits back to the workers is to 
reverse the purpose of the machine which is to transfer the life energies 
of slaves to the product. 5 

It is thus apparent that capitalism cannot be reformed without de- 
feating its mechanical purpose and destroying its functions. To obscure 
this fact is to interfere with the logical evolutionary remedy. Capitalism 
grew out of a system rendered obsolete by evolution and progress. It 
will go the way of its predecessor. There is no compromise possible
